Washington  is  beautifully  situated 
geographically,  nnd  from  tho  dome  of 
the  capilol  Ihe  prospect  is  extensive  in 
every  direction,  and  in  summer  time, 
extremely  lovely.  Fur  away  in  the 
haze  of  the  western  horizon  is  seen  Ihe 
irregular  and  rightly  called  Blue 
Hidjr'.-.  From  the  narrow  gorges  of 
the  hills  in  that  direction  ihe  Potomac 
emerges — a  stiver  thread.  Suddenly 
turning  from  a  nearly  eastern  to  a 
soiitberii  direction,  it  rapidly  widens 
and  meeting  with  the  tides  of  the 
ocean,  it  becomes  a  bay  or  lake,  a  mile 
in  width,  calmly  rctlecting  in  its 
dcplh-s  the  sky  above  and  the  elevated 
slopes  which  wall  it  in  on  either  side. 
Tho  Capitol  is  situated  a  mile  north- 
east of  the  river,  on  the  brow  of  a

Washington,  and  on  learning  that  the 
liguro  whit-h  crowned  the  Capitol  wa.s 
a  representation  of  Freedom,  climbed 
the  Ion?  staircase,  way-worn  and  weary 
ashewa-*,  and  reverently  kiaaod  the 
dint  lie's  feet. 

Wasbiiigton  is  beautifuiiy  situated 
gecgrapbically,  .ind  from  the  dome  of 
the  cajitol  the  {ifospect  is  extensive  in 
every  directioib  and  in  summer  time, 
extremely  lovely.  Fur  away  in  the 
haie  of  the  western  horizon  is  seen  the 
irregular  niid  rightly  called  Blue 
Kidg'.-.  From  the  narrow  gorges  of 
tbc  bills  in  th-Al  direction  the  Potomac 
cmergOH — a  silver  thread.  Suddenly 
turning  from  a  nearly  eastern  to  a 
southern  direction,  it  rapidly  widens 
and  meeting  with  the  tides  of  tho 
ocean,  it  becomes  a  bay  or  lake,  a  mile 
in  wiilth,  calmly  reflecting  in  its 
dcpth-^  the  sky  above  and  the  elevated 
slopes  which  wall  it  in  on  either  side. 
The  Capitol  is  situated  a  mile  north- 
ea.st  of  the  river,  on  the  brow  of  a 
hill ;  but  from  the  dome  the  distance 
appears  scarcely  half  a  mile. 

It  wa.s  my  design  to  speak,  in  this 
letter,  of  the  interior  of  the  building  ; 
but  there  is  so  much  that  is  worthy  of 
mention  that  even  \  brief  description 
would  eonsunio  more  spaeo  than  you, 
Mr.  Editor,  might  bo  willing  lo  grant 
in.>.

I  may  not  attempt  on  enumeration 
of  tho  various  figures  and  groups 
which  are  scattered  through  the  build- 
ing. A  mere  ennmcration  would  be 
unsatisfactory,  and  do»«riptions  of  them 
all  would  prove  trliou*.  It  ii  enough 
to  <say  that  they  aro  national  in  char- 
acter,  distinctively  American,  and  for 
the  most  pari  historical  iu  subject.  A 
few  represent  ideas  rather  than  per- 
sons or  events.  It  is  worthy  of  re 
mark,  also,  that  the  architect  of  the 
building  provided  niches  so  generously 
that  succeeding  gencratio.i s  wdl  not  be 
ilebarred  the  privilege  of  contributing 
to  them.  To  win  a  niche  in  the  nation- 
al capitol — to  be  one  of  that  august 
and  honored  company,  the  venerated 
memories  of  wlu.in  our  country  thinks 
it  worth  while  to  perpetuate  in  visible 
forms — euroly  it  It  a  high  ambition. 
The  lips  cf  the  statesman  who  lies 
dead  in  his  cotUn  aro  forever  dumb, 
but  he  whom  arl  enshrines  iu  marble, 
will  speak  to  generations   yet   unborn. 

TIli;  II.\:.IJ5  OK  C0.VCRES3. 

The  Senate  Chamber  and  House  of 
Representatives  are  rooms  of  especial 
interest.  Th.')  former  occupies  the  cen- 
ter of  the  north  wing,  and  the  latter 
holds  a  corrC(>ponding  position  in  tho 
south  win^.  They  are  of  similar  con- 
struction, but  dill'er  in  si/e  and  finish. 
Both  aro  wholly  hurrounded  by  wide 
halls  which  separate  them  bolh  from 
the  main  walls  of  tho  building, 
and  from  committee,  reception  or  other 
special  coinp.irlincnts  which  liavo  been 
liberally  pro\  ided  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  Congressmen  and  visitors. 
Some  of  the-c  ..:pccial  rooms  aro  very 
beautiful.  The  Agricultural  Commit- 
tee room  m.iy  bo  instanced  as  of  pecu- 
liarly tasteful  and  appropriate  finish. 
On  the  ceiling  aro  exipiisitc  rei)rcsen- 
tations  of  ths  fonr  season:-,  done  in 
frcscoc,  while  on  the  walls  arc  painted 
elaborate  agricultural  designs.  The 
carpets,  mirrors,  table  spreads,  sofas 
and  chairs  of  these  auxiliary  rooms  are 
all  costly  and  beautiful.

I  bad  always  supopaed  that  a  statue 
wa.s  valuable  in  pro^rtion  as  it  accu- 
rat.-^ly  imaged  the  person  whom  it  was 
de4gii«d  to  roprcscnt.  But  I  was 
brought  up  in  the  country. 

.MCUES  TO  BE   ril.LED. 

I  may  Dot  attempt  an  euumcraliou 
of  the  various  figures  and  groups 
which  are  scattered  through  tho  build- 
ing. A  mere  ennmeration  would  be 
unsatisfactory,  and  dc»«riiitions  of  thcui 
all  would  prove  te.lieu*.  It  ij  enough 
to  say  that  they  are  national  in  char- 
acter, distinctively  American,  and  for 
the  most  part  historical  iu  subject.  A 
few  represent  ideas  rather  than  per- 
sons or  events.  It  is  worthy  of  re 
msi-k,  also,  that  tho  architect  of  the 
building  provided  niches  so  generously 
thai  succeeding  gene'ratioas  will  not  be 
debarred  the  privilege  of  contributing 
to  them.  To  win  a  niche  in  the  nation- 
al capitol — to  be  one  of  that  august 
and  honored  company,  the  venerated 
memories  of  whom  our  country  think.s 
it  worth  while  to  perpetuate  in  visible 
forms — uurcly  it  I»  a  high  ambition. 
The  lips  of  the  statesman  who  lies 
dead  in  his  cotlin  aro  forever  dumb, 
but  he  whom  art  enshrines  in  marble, 
will  speak  to  generations   yet   unborn. 

THE  llAl.l.S  OF  CONGRESS. 

The  Senate  Chamber  and  llouso  of 
Representatives  are  rooms  of  especial 
interest.  Th.i  former  occupies  the  cen- 
ter cf  the  north  wing,  and  the  latter 
holds  a  corresponding  position  in  the 
south  wing.  They  are  of  similar  con- 
struction, but  diU'er  in  size  and  liaisb. 
Both  aro  wholly  surrounded  by  wide 
halls  which  separate  them  both  from 
the  main  walls  of  the  building, 
and  from  committee,  reception  or  other 
special  comp.artments  which  have  been 
liljcrally  provided  fur  tho  accommoda- 
tion of  Congressmen  and  visitors. 
Some  of  Ihe-e  special  roonn  are  very 
beautiful.  The  AgricuUural  Commit- 
tee room  m.iy  bo  instanced  as  of  pecu- 
liarly tasteful  and  apjiropriate  iiui.sh. 
On  the  ceiling  are  oxijuisilc  rci)resen- 
tations  of  ths  four  season.^,  done  in 
frc-cue,  while  on  the  walls  are  I'aiiited 
elaborate  agricultural  designs.  The 
carpets,  mirror.s,  table  sprcad.s,  sofas 
and  chairs  of  these  auxiliary  rooms  are 
all  cosily  and  beautiful. 

I  have  said  that  the  Senate  Chamber 
and  Uou£c  aro  wholly  surrounded  by 
wide  h-alls.  They  arj,  therefore,  nec- 
es-arily  lighted  from  above.  The  ceil- 
ings are  ca.st-iron  frameworks,  furnish- 
in:;  large  square  paii%s  which  arc  glared 
with  ground  ijlass.  ThobC  panels  are 
richly  embellished  by  the  coals  of  arms 
of  the  different  States,  and  by  symbol- 
ical representations  of  the  arts,  history 
and  characteristics  of  the  country, 
done  in  subdued  ccdoj;>.  By  means  of 
an  ingenious  arran;'cincnt  of  movable 
metallic  plates,  working  on  the  princi- 
ple of  Venetian  blinds,  the  light  may 
be  so  regulated  that  v.hetliir  tho  .sun 
bo  at  meridian  beijrht  or  d.'couding  in 
the  west,  the  amount  admitted  into 
the  Chamber  will  be  ihe  same.  There 
is  also  above  the  cciliMg,  a  gas  ajipara- 
tus  r.'hich  is  able  lo  produce  a  light 
scarcely  distinguishable  from  sun- 
light'. 

The  Senate  Chamber  is  rectangular 
is  shape,  and  including  the  galleries, 
v.hlch  will  seat  about  a  thousand  peo- 
ple, is  about  113  feet  long  by  80  feet 
wide.  The  fioor  is  of  less  area,  the 
space  under  the  galleries  being  divided 
into  small  aparlmuuts  used  as  cloak 
rooms. 

The  hnu«c  is  of  similar  construction, 
but  is  considerably  larger.  Tho  galle- 
ries of  tho  House  will  accommodate 
I.-IOO  persons  and  the  floor  has  an  area 
in  pr«Tj»ortion.  Those  fioor^;  are  richly 
carpeted  and  the  walls  arc  adorned 
with  paintiinrs  and  gibling  and  fine 
work  in  relief.  The  speakers  of  the 
respective  Houses  sit  at  desks  on  a  plat- 
form that  is  three  feet  high  or  therc> 
abouts.  Directly  iu  front  of  the 
Speaker  but  on  a  lower  level,  sits  tho 
Clerk,  at  a  desk  of  his  own ;  and  in 
front  of  tho  Clerk  on  a  still  lower  lev- 
el, al  another  desk,  sit  tlio  short-hand 
reporters  lo  tho  Congressional  Globe. 
Immediately  back  of  tho  Speaker  in 
the  gallery  are  desks  for  the  rejiorters  to 
tho  general  press  and  for  new.cpaper 
corrospondenls.  A  few  scats  in  the 
gallery  are  appropriated  to  the  Dipolo- 
matic  Corps.  With  these  exceptions 
the  galleries  arc  common  projierly. 
The  chairs  ami  desks  of  the  Members 
and  Senators  are  ranged  in  semi-circu- 
lar rows  stretching  the  entire  length  of 
the  tloor,  an  arrangement  which  brings 
all  the  members  within  convenient 
range  of  the  Speaker's  eye  and  voice. 
It  is  hardly  necessary  to  reUiark  that 
the  Vice  President  is  always  tho  pre- 
siding off.cer  in  the  Senate  and  that 
the  members  of  the  Houso  elect  a 
Speaker  from  their  number,  at  the  be- 
gining  of  the  session.     Mr.    Blaine   is

House  Hqii.tre  hu  assislvd  lo  in- 
augurate, is  perhaps,  as  much  as 
any  other  hi.slorical  churacler,  his 
model  find  admiratiim,  as  Henry 
Cliiy  is  the  object  of  his  hero- 
worshi]'.  Whittlavr  Ueid,  the 
manaoing  editor  of  the  Tribune, 
has,  in  the  few  years  ho  has  lulu 
that  position,  amply  vindicated 
his  right  lo  the  pi  ice  and  juslified 
the  judgment  that  called  him  to  it. 
He  has  inaile  ihe  Tribune  a  better

The  matter  of  appropriations  for 
the  PenitenliHry  came  np  in  the 
Scnale  en  Wedncslay.  We  give 
below  the  report  of  proceedings 
When  we  considered  the  liberal 
amounts  given  to  the  Normal 
Schools  and  other  Slate  Inslilu- 
tious,  it  appears  that  no  other  has 
been  treated  so  parsimoniously  in 
former  years  as  the  Penitentiary, 
Uecent  improvements  in  this  re- 
spect, have  indicated  that  the 
question  of  humanity  has  been 
more  a  matter  of  ronsideralion 
than  in  the  past.  It  is  lo  be  hoped 
that  it  may  continue  to  be,  and 
that  Minnesota  may  take  rank  with 
other  Slates  in  humane  provisions 
for  the  welfare  of  criminals. 

Senator  Coggswell,  from  the 
special  commilloe  to  inquire  into 
tho  wants  ami  manag.Mnent  of  the 
Stale  prison,  made  a  report  in 
which  ho  said  that  there  was  a 
very  great  increase  of  the  appro- 
uriatiou  for  that  institution,  and 
called  the  nllcntion  of  iho  Scnale 
to  tho  appropriation  for  tho  ex- 
pense, staling  ihat  at  that  time  the 
estimates  were  all  carefully  itemi 
zed,  which  he  thought  was  a  innch

Hu  ••'•id  that  the  priaon 
was  located  in  a  very  unfavoruble 
poK^tioii,  aud  that  he  w  ould  never 
vole  for  any  permanent  iiuprovc- 
meiit  lo  tho  prison  while  it  occu- 
pies its  pioscnt  p-isition.IIo  spoke 
of  the  jii.rchase  of  lands  (or  nddi- 
lion-i  lo  the  prison  yard,  which 
was  purtdia-sed  wiihoul  any  anth- 
orily  of  liW,  and  then  the  price 
paid  for  the  land  was  much  more 
than  land  was  worth  in  like  loca- 
tions in  other  parts  of  tiie  State, 
and  that  there  were,  in  his  opinion, 
a  number  of  other  instances  in 
iho  management  of  the  prison. 

Mr.  Sabiii  said  tho  m.ain  facts 
had  been  correctly  staled  ;  did  not 
materially  disagree  wilh  ilr.

The  gentlemen  thinks  ho  can  re- 
duce the  Bjlary  some  $4,000,  in 
which  ho  (Sabin)  agreed.  Read 
the  repoit  of  the  warden  about  the 
guards,  recommending  an  increase 
of  salaries  of  tho  guards,  and  the 
bill  was  drawn  on  that  recomtnon- 
dalion.  He  thought  t500  was  oa- 
Heiitiiil  that  firt^l  class,  reliable  men 
should  be  employed  in  tho  institu- 
liou.  The  rt  duction  of  tho  salary 
of  the  phyi>iclan  was  commented 
upon;  thought  it  was  low  enough — 
in  fact,  #500  was  little  enough. 
Allusion  was  made  lo  tho  vhajilam 
— tlionghlhis  salary  \o\i. 

In  regasd    lo    current   expenses, 
he  had  learned  more  ih?  other   day 
than  ever  before.     The  incroaso  of 
expenditure  is  on  the  estimated  in- 
crease ol  prisoners  at  itlOO  apiece.

He 
would  stale  that  the  additional  cells 
were  necessary  for  the    increase    ol 
prisoners  expected    next    year.     If 
ihey    had   xot    been    bt.ill    a    new 
building  would  have  been    necess- 
ary at  a  greater  cost.     Now,    these 
cells  .ire  nil  under   tho  samo   roof, 
and  I'll    Item  of    largo    saving.     It 
was  done  after  much  ciMisideraliou.

The    gentleman 
eoiild  Qol  condemn  the    loc  itioii  of 
the  prison  m<»rc  e  irneslly  than    Iip, 
yet  Slillwater  was  a  good  place  for 
it,  and  a  beller  lo':aliou    could    be 
procured.

Il  is  in  the  pow- 
er ot  8elah  Chamberlain  to  bring 
suit  agHiiiKl  this  Stale  in  the  U.  !S. 
Distriel  Courl  in  Ohio,  and  lo  get 
a  judgment  and  send  a  marshal 
through  this  State  to  coll/et  hi- 
elaims.  Uois  the  gi-n  lernan  *isli 
to  face  thi.s  prospect  ?  We  propose 
to  refer  ibo  matter  to  Charles  G. 
Uipley,  Chief  Justice,  and  8.  J.  R. 
McMillan  and  John  M.  Ucrry,  all 
honest  men  and  by  their  dccisio ' 
lo  be  governed,  and  by  lluir  r  pin- 
iun  he  Has  willing  to  abide.

[The  announcement  of  the  v.ite 
was  received  with  loud  applause  by 
Ihe  members  o)>pon.d  to  the  bill. 
Mr.  Jones  rmiaikcd  tliat  il  was 
ihe  firr^t  time  he  ever  saw  any  one 
makin-.:  merry'at  his  own  funeral] 

The  committee  ri»se  nnd  report 
ed  to  I'je  llou.ie,  when  Mr,  Jone^ 
moved  to  e.xcepl  from  Ihoir  report 
the  ree<miinend  ition  for  the  indoli- 
nite  postponemnot  of  the  above 
bill.  This  was  done  and  be  dis- 
cussion ot  the  bill  ag.iin  resumed, 
and  without  con>inj;  to  a  final  ac- 
tion tho  bill  was  laid  on  the  table 
upon  the  hour  arriving 'or  adjourn 
ment.

"With  a  draw  of  three  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  in  leiiiiih.afftid  ng 
two  spans  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
le«t  each  in  the  clear  ti>r  the  pass- 
age of  sii-ainboats  and  other  crall ; 
als(>  with  a  si>an  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty  feel  in  the  clear  for  the 
passage  of  rafts."  This  is  the 
name  proviso  as  in  the  congression- 
al bill.

Mr.  Murdoek  had  slrinrk  out  all 
that  part  of  the  bill  in  brae  k 
els,  after  the  wonls  "for  public 
use,"  nnd  nt  thesuggcKiioii  of  Hon. 
J.  \\.  M.  (Jaskil!,  ihe  proviso  was 
inserted  and  will  become,  there  is 
little  doubt  a  jiarl  of  the  bill  : 

"l'ro\ided  that  the  sai  I  eoinpaiiy 
shall  coin|h  te  their  road  from  Still 
water  a'  d  Taylors  Falls  with  tin- 
cars  tnnning  Ihereou  before  the  1st 
■  lay  of  Jan.,  Ib77." 

Mr.  Murdock  has  also  introduced 
an  ae'  in  regard  to  the  right  ot 
way  for  r.iilr  lads  biiiU  under  the 
oeiieral  law,  which  will  probably 
become  a  law.  Tho  old  l.iw  was 
very  defeclive  and  also  unjust  to 
properly  owners,  ami  Mr.  JI Hi- 
llock's   bill  reiued>vs  lIuRe  (Wfi  els. 

The  old  law  allowed  ihc  railroad 
company  lo  apply  for  the  appoint 
ment  of'  cominis.sioiiers  to  condemn 
prt^periy  without  giving  any  notice 
to  pro]>erly  ownuis  ;  the  new  one 
gives  properly  owners  notice  to  be 
pr«sint  nt  ^nih  ).p|iointment. 

Under  tlio  old  law  if  the  railroad 
runs  clear  across  the  State,  pro- 
ceedings are  required  in  only  one 
county.  I>y  Mr.  Murdock's  bill, 
proceedings  must  be  had  in  the 
county  where  the  land  to  bo  con- 
demned in. 

His  bill  also  repeals  the  section 
icqiiiring  the  appellant  to  give 
bonds — an  unjust  provision.

Such  company  may  tile  an  an- 
swer to  such  petitions,  which  answer 
may  cnutaiu  a  denial  of  any  fact  sb 
Icgcd  ill  Ibe  peliou,  and  may  allege 
any  new  matlvr  \vhatcver  relating  li> 
tho  quoclious  lu  be  passed  upon  by  the 
court,"  and  may  stato  whether  ibc 
titl-  to  the  Undu  granted  iu  aid  of  the 
construction  of  said  railroad  is  vested 
in  such  corporation,  or  bas  been  trans- 
ferred, and  if  bO  when,  to  w1k>iu,  and 
what  quantity.  Every  allegation  in 
such  answer*  and  petitions  shall  be 
considered  as  denied  on  tho  port  uf 
the  State. 

Section  three  provides  for  tho  ser- 
vice by  the  Attoru^  General  ot  notice 
upon  tho  iielilioners  staling  when  il 
nill  bu  brought  for  hearing;  bcfuro  the 
court  iu  tho  county  where  tho  petition 
is  filo<l,  not  Ic^s  than  thirty  nor  more 
than  ninety  days  after   serving    notice. 

Suction  four  and  five  provide  for  tho 
consolidation  of  pclioncrs,  and  if  filed 
in  more  than  one  county  for  their 
transfer  to  any  ono  uf  said  oountios. 

Scctiou  six  is  tho  uub  of  the  bill. 
Wu  quote  this  at   length  : 

Upon  tho  hearing  provided  for  In 
thin  act  there  shall  )m>  special  finding;* 
returned  ; 

First.  As  to  Iho  validity  of  the 
said  constitutional  aoiendmenl  as  a 
part  of  the  con.ttiiution  of  the  Suto. 

As  lu  the  \aliilily  of  tho 
anicndmrnt  to  the  constitution  of  this 
Slate  adopted  Novonidcr  C,  IbCO,  a^  a 
part  of  the  consliluliuu  of  this  State 
so  far  as  Iho  same  relates  to  and 
amends  section  two  uf  articio  nine  of 
the  constitution. 

Third.  As  to  whether  any,  and  if 
any, what  lien  exists  in  favor  of  tho 
holder  or  holders  of  said  bond-,  or  any 
of  them,  or  persons  havini;  said  claims, 
or  of  this  State,  upon  tho  lands  or 
any  thorcof,  granted  by  the  United 
States  to  tho  Territory  of  Minnesota 
in  aid  of  the  construction  of  tho  lines 
of  railroad  in  aid  of  which  said  bond.s 
were  used. 

Fourth.  The  actual  consideration 
paid  for  said  bonds  by  tho  holders  re- 
spectively, tho  value  of  such  consider- 
ation and  tho  dato  whon  acquired  by 
them. 

Fifth.  As  to  the  liability,  legal  and 
equitable,  if  any,  of  Iho  State,  for  the 
pay  ment  of  said  bonds,  or  any  of  thcni, 
ur  for  such  work  or  material,  or  any 
part  of  ihereof. 

Sixth.  Whether  the  railroad  com- 
panies now  owning  the  lines  of  rail- 
road ia  aid  of  tho  eonstruction  of 
which  said  bonds  were  issued,  arc  legal- 
ly or  equitably  liable  for  the  payniont 
of  any,  and  if  any,  what  sum,  lo  the 
holders  of  said  bonds  or  any  of  them 
or  to  the  State  upon  said  bonds  or  any 
of  thrra  or  for  such  work  or  material 
or  any  p.irl  thereof. 

Seventh.  As  In  tho  truth  of  each 
fact  .stated  in  such  petitions,  and  the 
answers  thereto,  if  any,  separately. 

Section  9  providc-t  for  the  trial  and 
determination  of  tho  matters  slate<l, 
and  that  tho  sovereignty  of  tho  State 
shall  be  waived  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act.  and  tho  petitioners  and  the 
railroad  company  may  appear  and  in- 
troduce proofs  as  in  civil  actions. 

Section  10.  Ko  other  than  lu?al  evi« 
dencc  shull  be  received,  all  oral  evi- 
dence to  bo  reduced  to  writing  and 
sub.'cribod  hy  tho  witno-is.  All  noli- 
cci,  proceedings  and  the  hearing  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  civil  actions.  The 
findings  to  ba  in  writing. 

Section  11.  Copies  of  tho  findings 
to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  tho  Su- 
pMi'  0  Ooiirl. 

SeiUon  13.  If  tho  court  shall  find 
Ihsl  the  lands  of  tho  companies  now 
in  pc-scssion  ore  held  subject  to  a  lien, 
legal  or  equitable,  for  tho  payment  of 
such  Ijonds  or  any  jiart  of  them,  the 
court  shall  render  judgment  requiring 
tho  payment  by  said  companies  of  auy 
sum  duo  on  said  bonds,  or  tho  collec- 
tion thereof  by  sale  of  said  lands  under 
execution  by  the  Sheriff  of  tho  county 
where  tho  lands  lie.

This  is  by  far  the  most  important 
measure  which  has  been  introduced  in 
tho  Legislature  this  session.

Ammonia,  or  as  it  is  generally 
called,  spirits  of  hartshorn,  is  a 
powerful  alkali,  and  dissolves 
grease  and  dirt  with  great  ease.  It 
has  lately  been  recommended  very 
highly  for  domestic  purposes.  For 
washing  paint,  put  a  tablespoonful 
in  a  quart  of  moderately  hot  water 
dip  in  a  flannel  cloth  and  with  this 
simply  wipe  off  the  wood  work; 
no  scrubbing  will  be  necessary. 
For  taking  grease  spots  from  any 
fabric  use  the  ammonia  nearly  pure 
then  lay  white  blotting  paper  over 
the  spot,  and  iron  it  tightly.  In 
washing  lacs,  put  about  twelve 
drops  in  a  pint  of  warm  suds.  To 
clean  silver,  mix  two  tcaspoonsftd 
of  ammonia  in  a  quart  of  hot  wa- 
ter. Put  in  your  silverware  and 
wash  it,  using  a  nail  bruHh  or  tooth 
brush  for  the  purpose.

Though  not  wishing  to 
make  a  »peciality  of  our  rural 
notes,  yet  to  sati.sfy  the  popular 
and  constantly  increasing  demaud 
amcng  our  suburban  readers,  for 
some  reliable  and  instructive  ideas 
pertaining  to  the  farm  and  garden, 
we  have  collected  tho  following

Get  ready  for  haying  now. 
Don't  wait  until  the  days  become 
sultry  and  you  don't  >cel  liko  work- 
ing ;  hunt  up  the  festive  stone  jog 
that  was  wont  to  decorate  the 
fence  comers,  removo  the  alluvial 
deposits  ot  last  summer  from  its 
mouth,  grind  op  your  scythes  and 
hang  them  in  tho  barn  ready  for 
use,  and  where  you  can  scalp  your- 


brush  up  and  down  in  a  mixture  ol 
one  tcaspoonful  of  ammonia  to  one 
pint  of  hot  water ;  when  they  are 
cleansed,  rinso  there  in  cold  water, 
and  stand  them  in  the  wind  or  in  a 
lu)t  place  to  dry.  For  washing 
finger  marks  from  looking  glasses 
and  windows,  put  a  few  drops  of 
ammonia  on  a  moist  rag,  and  make 
quick  work  of  it.  If  you  wish 
your  houso  plants  to  flourish,  put  a 
few  tlropa  of  the  spirits  in  every 
pint  of  water  used  in  watering.  A 
teaspoonful  will  add  much  to  the 
refreshing  effects  ot  a  bath.  Noth- 
ing is  better  than  ammonia  water 
for  cleansing  tho  hair.  In  every 
case  rinse  off  the  ammonia  with 
clear  water.  To  which  wo  would 
only  add,  that,  for  removing  grease 
spots,  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  ol 
ammonia  and  alcohol  is  better  than 
alcohol  alone ;  and  for  taking  oat 
the  rod  stains  produced  by  the 
strong  acids  in  blue  aud  black 
clothes,  there  is  nothing  better  than 
ammonia. —  Terhnolotjist.
